been ailing for about a year and it 
half, with a disease pronounced in- 
curable, in the left ear. which pro 
bably hastened Ins death, forolliei- 
wise his health was unusually goo I 
for one so advanced in age. 

Air. Clark was one of the few re 
maining original pioneers of Michi- 
gan, who helped lay the foundation 

of civilization and liiieriy mm\ 

years back, and many a pleasant 
and profitable afternoon at Ins 
home on Maple Street wnn devoted lo 

entertaining his deal visitors an I 

callers with ancient, tales of Ibe 
early si i uggles at:d hardships of Ihe 

compatriots of bis lime, some of Lite 

stories rivalling Hawthorne's 

"Grandfather's Chair.'' These, 
together wild the line points ol Ihe 

gentleman's character, contributed 

largely tO the lasting friendship, 
affection and esteem, which nearly 
all the deaf people of Wstirii 
Michigan cherished lor him, and 

it will be painful news* when they 

leain lli.it he is no longer among 
i he living. 

Mr. Clark was born in Coastan- 

tine, Mich , December I5tb, 1848 
His parents were from New Fork 

Stale. It was when he was one 
year old thai the parents made t lu- 
st;! riling discovery that he wsedenf. 
This H 111 let lull was had anoilgll, but 

the grief of the paivni.s was height- 
ened by Ho- .serious ami al inning 
problem how to educate I he child. 

There was act at thai lime a school 

in the whole Slate I'm him How- 
ever, with a grim deierinii,.il ion 
and indomitable courage born of 
the sturdy slock of Indian fighters of 
those days, they set about, lo net 
back the lost hearing ai any eoal if 
pOMthlei Tbey worked haul and 
saved and look Ihe child to New 
York Slate, where the best and most 

skillful doctors wen iployed lo 

resioie the heaiing. After a year's 

trial, the boy's case was ijvcn upas 
hopeless, Again the broken-hearted 
parents were brought f:tce lo face 

with the all-Important question — 

the boy's education and Inline wel- 
fare On their way back home, a 
long, tiresome and perilous I rip, 
they met by Ibe merest chance, like 
a message sent from heaven il serin 

ed, a deaf gentleman, who was seen 
"talking" by ihe help of pencil ami 

tablet. His advice was sought, 

lie told them about the wonder 
fill Institution at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, where he hi nisi if obtain d 
bis education. This cheerl ul news, 
like the rajs of sunshine all el a 
storm, dispelled the dark cloinl of 

dismay and despair thai had i.ung 

for so long about the pitiful pa- 
rents. There was hope yd. As 
soo.l as the child became of school 
age, the brave father loaded his 
wagon with a few household giods 
and food, and with Wife and child 
Commenced to drive lltrrngh dense, 
and at times trackless forests acioss 
the Slate to Foi I Wayne, Ind , w here 
they boarded a canal boat, which 

brought them to Logansporti. Here 

they resumed driving oveiland to 
their destination-- Indianapolis, ami 
saw their beloved child safely 
sheltered within Ihe great walls of 

the Institution, which was at that 

lime one of Ihe few in Ihe world 
Dial could leach Ihe deaf and blind 
to read and write, through the eye 
instead of Ihe ear as was fin- cus- 
tom. A small house was rented 

Ileal the school, so the little < 

soirccly 'orn from Ihe loving 
mother's arms could run in after 
school hours. 

This is how the education of 

Robert Clark was brought, about, 
and how Well il served him through 
life is attested by his beautiful 
Christian character, lie inatiied 
Miss Martha Wilson, of K ilaina/.oo, 
a hearing woman, settled down in 

Leon Id as, Mlob , for n short time, 

and then removed lo Vicksburg in 
1877, where he opened a furniture 
store for himself, and for thirty live 
years successfully conducted the 
business. He leaves one son, 
Prank, who is in the garage 
business in Seal lie, Washington, 
two daughters, Mrs. John Voisine, 
of EalamaZOO, and Miss Grace, of 
Vicksburg. The funeral was held 
Tuesday afternoon, from his r< 
denOS on Maple Street, and tin. 
burial in Ihe family lot in Vicksburg, 

beside the remains of his wife, who 
died in 1814, and one sou who was 

buried many yea is ago, In I his

From time immemorial, the 
Commencement Kxercises of this 
Institution have been held on the 
third Tuesday in June, but this year 
it was decided to hold the same on 
the following Thursday instead. 
We have always had an understand- 
ing with the Clerk of the Weather 
Bureau to reserve the former day 
for us, and as usual, Tuesday was 
an ideal day. But not having made 
any particular arrangements with 
this august personage for Thurs- 
day, the elements did not favor us, 
and we were compelled for the first 
time since the inauguration of out- 
door Commencement Kxercises 
eleven years ago, to repair to the 
Chapel. Invitations had been sent 
out to over 3000 people, with the ex- 
pectation that the Kxercises would 
be held on the I, awn where all could 
be comfortably accommodated. 

Notwithstanding the inclemency 
of the weather, more people came 
than could be possibly seated in the 
Chapel, although 200 extra camp 
chairs had bean placed therein. As 
a consequence, when the capacity of 
the Chapel had been reached and 
the doors closed, the hundreds of 
people who failed to gain ad- 
mittance were sorely disappointed, 
very much to our regret 

The general consensus of opinion 
was that the exercises were better 
thau ever before, which seems to be 
the case each year. 

Among ths prominent people 
were the President of the Institu- 
tion, General Francis V. Greene; 
James B. Ford, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors ; Dr. Charles A. I.eale, 
Chairman of the Committee of In- 
struction ; Colonel Samuel W. 
Miller, Chief of Militia Division on 
( .overnor's Island ; Rev. Dr. John 
Chamberlain, Rector of St. Ann's 
Church for Deaf-Mutes; and many 
others. 



At a meeting of the Hoard of 
Directors of the New York Institu- 
tion for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb held on June 9th, 1920, 
the following Memorial was un- 
animously adopted : 

"The Board has heard with pro- 
found sorrow of the death of our 
President ■ Kmeritiis, the Reverend 
Charles Augustus Stoddard, D.I). 

"His activities covered a wide 
range. Kducated at Williams Col- 
lege, a student at the I Jniversity of 
Bdinburgfa and at the Free Church 
of .Scotland Theological Seminary, a 
graduate of the Union Theological 
Seminary, he traveled in many 
lands, was the author of widely 
read books of travel, was for four- 
teen years the Pastor of the Wash- 
ington Heights Presbyterian Church 
in this city, for a full generation the 
Kditor of a weekly journal " The 
New York Observer," which had 
great influence in moulding public 
opinion not only in New York but 
throughout the United States, Presi- 
dent of the Canton Christian Col- 
lege, of the American Seamen's 

Friend Society, Vice* President of 

the American Foreign Christian 
Union, of the American Tract So- 
ciety, Honorary Secretary of the 
Evangelical Alliance, Member of 
the International I.iiw Association 
and of the American Oriental 

Society. 

" As Preacher, learned Divine, 
Editor, Author, and friend of Mis- 
sionaries and Seamen, his long career 
was filled with distinction But it 
may safely be said that next to his 
itoral and Editorial work the sub- 
ject which most fully engrossed his 
thoughts and appealed to his heart 
was the welfare of the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deal and Dumb He came on 
the Board in May 1 Kc><>. was Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee 
from 1874 to 18.H.S, Second Vice- 
President in [88a, First Vice- Presi- 
dent in 1887, President in 1900, 
I'usident Kmcritusin 11)17. He re- 
preeeUted the Institution at many 
National Conventions and at several 
I utei national Assemblies held in 

European counti ii 

"outside of his official activities 
he was personally endeared to us all 
by his kindly and sympathetic 
nature, his generous toleration of 
opposing views, his unfailing cotir- 
, and his unremitting attention to 
everything that co nc e r ned the Insti- 
tution, its Officers, Directors, 
Teachers and Pupils. 

" He died full of years and honors, 
and his genial presence will be sadly 
missed Si OUI meetings. 

"Rgsolved, That this Minute be 
spread in full upon our Records and 
that a copy of the same, suitably en- 
grossed, lie lent to Dr. Stoddard's 
family."
